Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants have argued that amended claim 5 
incorporates the limitations of "noted-to-be-allowable claim 1 9" and intervening claim 1 8 and therefore is allowable over the prior art of 
record (Amendment, Pages 7-8). While the examiner would agree with such a statement if such claims were incorporated with their 
previous claim language, the present claims do not make such an incorporation. Previous claim 19 indicated that a machine translation 
was performed and that editing functions are performed that include the disambiguation recited in this claim. There was no recitation of 
optionally performing at least one of this disambiguation and/or performing additional processing. This new claim language was introduced 
as a part of the present claim amendment and was not previously presented. As such, the amended claims require further search and/or 
consideration and will not be entered. 
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
